government nae become so alarmed 
over the prospect of reduced popula 
tion because of race suicide that a 
series of legislative measures is be­ 
ing prepared to deal with the subject. 
Heretofore it has been France that 
has been bewailing 
tile 
decreasing 
birth rate which actually threatened 
to reduce the population of the re­ 
public, and no one seems to have im­ 
agined that their Teutonic neighbors 
were really iii greater danger from 
race suicide. 
Germany has been re­ 
puted the land of large families, the 
country where domesticity was most 
highly 
admired 
and 
prevalent in 
sharp contrast to the gay and giddy 
French. 
However, an investigation* 
just completed, which is the basis fo. 
the program, disclosed that race sui 
cide is sweeping more rapidly ovbr 
Germany than any other country. 
The birth rate in Paris which has 
so distressed the French decreased 
7.6 per cent from 1880 to 1312, but 
in Berlin the percentage of decrease 
was 18.4, a d ece ase unequaled in any 
other capital. 
Further, this decrease 
is reflected in ether cities of tne em­ 
pire. And in nations like France and 
Germany, where the maintenance of 
the military strength is deemed so 
vital, the prospect of a steadily de­ 
creasing population becomes a very 
serious m atter indeed to a militarist 
government.

Continuing along this
